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Washington Registry Can Aid

THERE IS AN organization in Washington ready to help dentists in diag- 
nosing unfamiliar pathologic oral lesions. This organization is the 
Registry of Dental and Oral Pathology of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, administered by the Curator of the Army Medical Museum in 
Washington, D. C. Ever since its inception in 1933 the Registry has been 
collecting and preserving pathologic specimens, which are carefully 
cataloged and kept ready for use by dentists, dental colleges, and study 
sroups. Dentists or students in any part of the United States, who wish 
to review the material, may borrow from the Registry a valuable collec- 
tion of microscopic slides. Conversely, dentists can and do aid the Reg- 
istry by contributing pathologic specimens? for histologic diagnosis. 

At the present time there are approximately three thousand cases in 
the Registry files. This material is used in aiding dentists to obtain a more 
complete understanding of pathology and thus give more satisfactory 
service to their patients. These cases include most of the pathologic 
lesions and tumors occurring in the oral regions, together with a great 
deal of research material. Approximately 400 carcinomas of the mouth 
are included, which may well furnish valuable statistical information as 
to the etiology and treatment of this malignant lesion. In this connection 
the Registry maintains a follow-up service in order to obtain all possible 
information concerning cases with a questionable prognosis. 

Under the sponsorship of the National Research Council, this Registry 
has become an important part of the American Registry of Pathology,

which includes nine other registries covering to a large extent the entire 
field of pathology. The activities of the dental section are supervised by a 
special committee headed by Doctor Henry A. Swanson of Washington, 
D. C.; but the actual operation is in the hands of the Curator of the Army 
Medical Museum, who is assisted by the current dental officer as secretary 
ex officio and pathologist to the Registry. 
The functions of the Registry, which have been expanding through 
the years, comprise the following important services to dentists: 
I. Biopsy Service: 
A. Stimulates registering of specimens. 
B. Provides contributors? with a readily accessible diagnostic aid. 
C. Furnishes diagnostic service to any member of organized den- 
tistry requesting it. 
D. All material submitted is prepared histologically. Written report 
forwarded to contributor. 
E. Unusual specimens are turned over to consulting committee of 
dental pathologists for opinion. Supplementary report to Regis- 
try diagnosis is furnished.

Perhaps, for the moment, we are 
tather tongue-tied and, to save 
words, we give an extra good squirt 
with the water syringe. Of course, 
lhe patient can scare ely mistake our 
meaning. There is danger, however,

water — it stimulates a 
sort of boyish complex in 
the patient’s mind and 
inspires a sort of youth- 
ful effluvia, so to speak, 
and three-fourths of the 
solution may miss the 
bowl entirely. If the floor 
has a good linoleum cov- 
ering, and if the unit hap- 
pens to have had a good 
coat of wax, this little ex- 
gence tra flood will mean noth- 

ing. ‘Be take, for instance, a car- 
peted floor or an undusted dental 
unit and the saliva is likely to leave 
gentle meandering streaks, which 
may bear witness to the undusted 
condition of the office. 

The character of the patient, 
naturally, almost entirely deter- 
mines our method of saying, “spit 
it out.”’ For instance, we have a 
“lady” patient, who neither hears 
nor does she speak. Occasionally 
we find ourselves saying to her, 
“Come on now, get rid of it,” or 
to the woman who hears only mod- 
erately well, we may say “Spit it 
out.” You will notice there is no 
please on that one. Or, perhaps, the 
patient is a sweet little trusting 
maiden with soulful eyes, who un- 
consciously is using her sex appeal 
to stave off possible dental discom- 
fort. To her we may say, “Now, I'll 
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just wash this out with a little warm 
water and you can rinse it around,” 
meanwhile pointing to the cuspi- 
dor. 

Age has a great deal to do with 
this problem. There is the young 
three-year-old who “just sits there 
and lets it run out.” By the time 
you have lifted him and held his 
head in position over the cuspidor, 
it is too late. You crab to yourself 
and get sore because the doting 
mother, you know darn well, is 
thinking, “Isn’t he cute?” 

Then there is the patient who, 
being too lazy to lean over the cus- 
pidor, will swallow the water, pieces 
of temporary stopping and all. To 
such a patient we may say the first 
time or two, “Don’t swallow that,” 
but pretty soon we also become lazy 
and think “well, if he can take it, I 
can.” Such a patient is not to be 
trusted. Be sure to pick out all stray 
pieces of amalgam and cement. He 
might be suing you for “foreign 
bodies in the lung.” I have a friend 
who had “foreign bodies in the 
lung’—not his own lung, but his 
patient’s. It cost him a pretty sum 
before he got through with it. He 
should have had insurance against 
distant relatives of sword-swallow- 
ers. 


De Luxe Spitters 


There are the de luxe spitters, 
the mediocre spitters, and those 
who are just so-so. In the de luxe 
class, we would include those who, 
while sitting in a more or less su- 
pine position, mouth agape, will all 
“unbeknownst” to themselves spray 
a cute little fountain of saliva from 
the sublingual gland—all over your 
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hands probably. To them you can’t 
say, “Don’t do that” or some such 
remark, for they certainly are not 
conscious of what they are doing 
and might be embarrassed to tears. 

I recall one woman who was jp 
the de luxe class. temporarily at 
least. It was years ago when my 
niece, Ruth, was just a little tyke, 
On her way home from school one | 
day, she stopped in the office and | 
sort of poked around (Pokey, ye 
used to call her). At the moment. 
the temporarily de luxe spitter was 
more or less comfortably seated 
with a rubber dam in position and 
the saliva ejector working in beau. 
tiful shape. Suddenly the saliva | 
started to flow from her mouth in | 
a terrific stream. Never had I seen 
such a torrent of saliva. But it | 
dawned on me that there must be 
something wrong and, sure enough, 
there was Ruth with her finger over 
the outlet of the ejector, causing 
the water to back up into the pa- 
tient’s mouth. 

Now in speaking of the mediocre 
spitters, it might be well to give you 
an example: The deliberate type. 
the one who, gradually sucking his 
cheeks, will finally accumulate a 
sufficient quantity of saliva and 
then, after a period of contempla: 
tion, will lean over the cuspidor 
and deliberately expectorate. To do 
the job well and thoroughly, he 
will spend a minute or two of your 
valuable time, making sure thal 
every last drop of saliva is disposed 
of. This type will drive a busy den- 
tist to distraction. A philosophical 
dentist may patiently relax on the 
operating stool and console him 
self with the thought: “Well, I can

charge this patient by time any- 
way. 

Mediocre Expectorators 


There are many variations of 
the mediocre type, as there are of 
course of the de luxe and so-so 
types. 

The de luxe type should include 
the fowing spitters, the tobacco 
chewers (or the hit-the-mark type) 
and the sprayers. While in the 
mediocre groups you will find the 
stringy types, the apologetic types, 
the blowing types, and the so-called 
pusher types. As for the so-so group 
we might suggest the ordinary 
spitters like you and me—the man 
who can sit for ten minutes with 
his mouth open and not even need 
a saliva ejector. 

The one type we have failed to 
mention, and which we rather dis- 
like to classify as a spitter, is the 
sasger type. If the real gagger and 
lunch tosser could belong to any 
classification of expectorators, we 
might place him in a sort of super 
de luxe class. There are the mild

‘raining in such matters.” 
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ones, and the really strenuous ones 
—those who cough and gag for a 
moment or two and _ blushingly 
apologize saying, “Doctor, I have 
a sensitive throat.” But the kind we 
especially refer to are those who, 
in response to a finger being 
pointed at their mouths, will lean 
over the cuspidor and begin to 
gage. | have seen them turn blue in 
the face and waste a good lunch. 
For them the best emetic is a mouth 
mirror in the hands of a dentist. 
It is hardly a pleasant type to deal 
with. The best way to handle such 
a patient is to close the reception- 
room door and then turn on the 
water full force. 

In conclusion, let me say that 
this subject has boundless room 
for expansion. It might be interest- 
ing to hear about the different 
types of spitters you have had to 
deal with. Any suggestions sent in 
with a spirit of cooperation will be 
gladly accepted and_ eventually 
placed in their proper classification.

THERE IS A PIECE of unrecorded 
history, coming out of the last 
World War, which may be worth 
telling, in the light of today’s Op- 
portunities for dentists in the Serv- 
ice, It has nothing to do with Jut- 
land nor with the Lost Battalion 
nor with the exploits of a certain in- 
trepid Sergeant. It is personal, rela- 
tively unimportant as concerns the 
prosecution of the war, and yet 
contains the germ of an idea which 
might well carry itself into this 
present war. I have taken the liber- 
ty of fictionizing for two reasons: 
because in no sense does the idea 
lose its potency through the treat- 
ment, and second, because twenty- 
five intervening years of peace. 
prosperity, and depression leading 
up to another war have rather 
dimmed the sharp edges of a mem- 
ory of events that stood out clearly 
when they were being enacted. One 
thing remains clear—one charac- 
ter stands out as sharply defined in 
my mind’s eye as are the twigs of a 
leafless tree against a winter’s full 
moon, 


He came into our lives at camp. 
Just another officer, we thought. 
Just another fellow from across the 


main camp street, who lived in a 
comfortable little tent and returned 
a salute in a tired sort of way. He 
was a dentist. He was one of those 
young fellows who felt the tug of 
patriotic enthusiasm along with a 
deep sense of wanting to do two 
jobs in one: serve his country and 
serve his fellowmen at the same 
time. Out of dental school for sev- 
eral years, he had left a wife, and a 
practice that was beginning to bud. 
I recall that we heard much about 
the wife, but little about the prac- 
tice he had left. What I mean to im- 
ply, you understand, is that this fel- 
low placed his duty to his country 
first. What we came to learn later 
was that he placed his duty to his 
profession second only to that of 
his country. 

You may or may not know it, but 
the average private soldier is more 
often than not without money. Too 
often the lure of spotted ivory took 
its toll of a meager pay allotment 
long before the first week following 
payday had passed. Then it was 
that some of us learned to know 
Captain B. He seemed to know our 
needs before we expressed them— 
seemed to offer to replace the dol- 
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lars lost in “crap” games. in order 
that we might enjoy a night off in 
town, before the request could be 
made. But I think I shall always re- 
member him sitting before his little 
tent in camp, or more often before 
some shell-shocked billet in France. 
checking off the amounts given him 
by the borrowers who always came 
to him first, once the “ghost 
walked.” Never was he known to 
have lost a thin dime, nor a shining 
franc, from any one of the boys 
who came to him. I say, never was 
he known to have lost a dime, for 
had it become known about the 
camp or area that someone had 
failed to make good to Captain B, 
the culprit would forthwith have 
been hauled into his presence by 
his buddies to make good the de- 
ficiency. 


Behind the Lines 


Yes, and I remember that I was 
fortunate enough to have found my- 
self his partner at cribbage during 
the more serious days of front line 
activity. There didn’t seem to be an 
ounce of fear in the boy, and dur- 
ing the long, dark evenings when 
we played under the merest candle 
light, concealed behind blacked-out 
windows, he had time to go into 
detail about some question of ana- 
tomic misbehavior, the care and 
feeding of infants, or the mystery 
of dental caries. He was not only an 
officer attached to our company, 
but he was our mentor in things 
medical or dental. His fame spread 
to other units, and it was not un- 
common to see some stranger talk- 
ing with him intently, or pointing 
out the scene of pain arising out of 
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a neglected tooth. I remember his 

having left the tent one midnight to 

be near me during a minor Opera- 

tion, which I felt was rather grudg. 

ingly performed by the physician. 

He didn’t have to be there, I knew 

—and his deep, human interest jp 

my minor problem stood out in 

sharp contrast to the attitude of 

the physician. But Captain B, | 

would have trusted him to perform 

an appendectomy, had the necessity 

arisen. I’ve seen many anarmy phy. 
sician stand ready with iodine swab 
and the C. C. pills, indiscriminately 
prescribing either one or the other 
because the line happened to be 
long, and army life away from 
home was irksome, and _ because 
they were “only soldiers” anyway. 
Not so Captain B. I’ve seen him ex- 
ercise the same care in the proper 
dental treatment of some under- 
privileged farmer boy, who prob- 
ably had never before visited a den- 
tist, as he might have used in treat- 
ing the teeth of his wealthiest pa- 
tient back home. That farmer boy 
may not have learned the social 
graces while in the army, and he 
may not have been instructed in 
proper living, but I'll warrant that 
his teeth are receiving care wher- 
ever he may be right now. Captain 
B, saw to that. And that brings me 
to the main point in my story. 

I presume that 90 per cent of the 
readers of this story have attended 
a dental convention, or read the 
dental literature, and are thus 
aware of the fact that the profes- 
sion is carrying on an intelligent 
campaign of education designed to 
bring the public to their dentists. 
National advertisers as well, whose 
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roducts will be sold more readily 
dental care becomes a national 
habit, are aiding such campaigns. 
And now, what a tremendous op- 
portunity presents itself to the den- 
tists called to care for the boys in 
camps, in the field, in whatever 
branch of service or combat activ- 
ity to which the war may call them! 
I'm told that our government pro- 
vides the finest equipment for the 
profession. I’m told that every op- 
portunity is provided for profes- 
sional men entering the service to 
acquaint themselves with the new- 
est and most modern methods and 
discoveries. What an opportunity 
to serve not only country but the 
profession ! 

Millions of these young soldiers, 
coming from all walks of life, .of 
whatever financial status, will one 
day return to civil life. When they 
return they will either carry with 
them a picture of some Captain B, 
or the bitter recollection of a den- 
tist who, because time was short, 
and because “he’s only a soldier,” 
extracted a tooth when the indica- 
tions all pointed toward treatment. 
The soldiers you'll meet in the 
Army are human fellows. Some will 
be educated and some will not. But 
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in them all there’ll be a human in- 
stinct quick to recognize fair or un- 
fair treatment, sincere interest or 
the lack of it, a dignified approach, 
or one that is hurried and slipshod. 
You will be putting an imprint up- 
on their experience, which will lead 
them to an attitude of confidence 
in their dentists, or one of distrust 
and misgiving. Army dentists can 
send out from camps and combat 
areas millions of messengers of 
good will and even of business- 
building. (Not being of the profes- 
sion I can be permitted to use the 
expression.) Hundreds of young- 
sters whose parents, orcommunities, 
have failed to recognize the im- 
portance of dental care and treat- 
ment, can go home to continue 
treatment started in the Army, and 
likewise influence whole families to 
recognize the necessity of proper 
dental hygiene. If every dentist, 
setting out to serve his country, will 
carry with him a determination to 
treat soldiers humanly, intelligent- 
ly, and sincerely, a campaign of 
education will have been instituted 
which advertising dollars can never 
buy.

for the young man who wants to 
fight for democracy, but is rejected 
at the army recruiting station, be-

—which shall it be? Which would 
be the better for the public as a 
whole? The former would help all 
the people in America, while the lat- 
ter would help only the man re- 
jected at the recruiting station. 
Now that so many of the selectees 
are being rejected for dental de- 
ficiencies, the Government and the 
dental profession are going to re- 
habilitate these young men—re- 
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fore enough of the lost dental

jier out of an eight-tooth citizen. 

The Government is going to tax the 

public to do this. While all this is 

soing on not one word has been 
gid in regard to overcoming this 
eplorable condition. I suppose it 
it all right for the Government to 
rehabilitate, but all wrong for the 

Covernment to say, “from now on 
America is going to have compul- 
sry dental service for the children 
of pre-school, grade, and high 
school age, so that this condition 
wil not continue in America.” 

Rehabilitation—what does that 
word mean to the dental profes- 
on? Nothing more or less than 
restorative dentistry, replacing lost 
parts, and that is what dentistry 
has been doing for the last hundred 
years, restoring that which could 
have been saved had compulsory 
dental service been in force. 

Will dentistry save itself while it 
can, or will it wait too long; and 
by so doing compel the Govern- 
ment to step in and tell dent‘stry 
what to do, much to the disadvan- 
tage of both the public and the den- 
tal profession ? 

If dentistry had demanded com- 
pulsory dental service for the child 
of pre-school, grade, and high 
school age of the state, and had 
been refused, then the responsibil- 
ity for this deplorable dental con- 
ition of the American people 
would rest with the state, but as it 
is, it rests with the profession. 

Our educational system is com- 
pulsory, but any physical defect 
that may interfere with that edu- 
cation may not be corrected 
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through compulsion. Our public 
and parochial school system is the 
best medium through which dental 
caries can be checked and con- 
trolled for the child during his 
school years. 

Taking care of our children’s 
teeth will never be a 100 per cent 
success unless it is made compul- 
sory and done through the school 
system. 

If the state can demand a physi- 
cal examination before a marriage 
license is granted, it can demand 
dental service for the child. 

The dental profession could ren- 
der no greater health service to the 
American public than to make den- 
tal care for the child of pre-school, 
grade, and high-school age com- 
pulsory, and render that service 
through our school system. The 
service should be given by school 
dentists who have offices in the 
building and are specially trained 
to render the dental service the 
child needs at each stage of devel- 
opment. Women should take care 
of the child of pre-school and 
grade-school age, and men and wo- 
men serve the high-school pupils’ 
needs. After dentistry has done 
that, it will be justified in continu- 
ing with its higher education for 
the dentist, who is to render the 
complicated dental service that the 
adult requires. 

Dentistry will not save the teeth 
of the American people by raising 
the standards of dentistry alone. It 
must first lay the proper foundation 
to preserve the teeth of America’s 
youth; then the rest will be easy.

INSTITUTIONS AND programs of the 
new post-war economic order will 
assume a form, based on full em- 
ployment of our human and natural 
resources, which will bring about 
changes in the dentist’s economic 
life. It is to his interest to examine 
realistically his future prospects. 

Recent blueprints of the National 
Resources Planning Board give us 
some idea as to who the principal 
players are to be and what part they 
are to be called on to play in the 
building of an economic order that 
is expected to offer opportunity, se- 
curity of livelihood on a more per- 
manent basis, and a life that is 
richer in the higher human values. 

Of immediate and _ certainly 
long-range concern to the dentist 
is the fact that these blueprints 
show no trace of a role being given 
to some such body as a Dental Re- 
sources Planning Board, to coin a 
term for want of a better one. It 
seems to be taken for granted that 
the dental profession will take the 
role that is handed to it and will 
just follow along.

be built in response to the warning 
that triumphant democracies must 
not wallow through another ten 
years of economic frustration and 
mass unemployment. If they do, 
“we may expect social disintegra- 
tion and, sooner or later, another 
conflagration.” 

As a practical matter, the new 
economic order is to “use to the ut- 
most our system of modified free 
enterprise, with its special reward 
for effort, imagination and im- 
provement, its elasticity and com- 
petition; and [is] to advance coop- 
eratively under governmental lead- 
ership.” The hand of the federal 
government is to grow larger in our 
economic affairs. Its greater size 
will be felt all around. 

Whether the larger and _ the 
longer federal hand is to mean that 
the hand of the dental profession is 
to become smaller, depends upon 
the degree to which it is prepared 
to lead rather than follow, in the 
cooperative effort required to build 
that part of the framework of the 
post-war order which concerns 1t- 
self with the health of the nation. 
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The idea of a planning body within 
the profession, which would study 
the impact of economic issues upon 
professional welfare in the same 
nanner as the National Resources 
Planning Board concerns itself with 
the effect of economic forces upon 
ur national well-being, is not only 
imely but possesses a promise of 
iseful service to dentistry.

Extension of governmental re- 
sponsibility for the supply of med- 
ical, dental, and other health serv- 
ices, hitherto supplied by the indi- 
vidual for himself, or not supplied 
at all, means an increase in the 


and nurses. 

Are the additional dentists to be 
educated under the present system 
of dental training, or, is the govern- 
ment to step into the educational 
picture with grants-in-aid, or on 
ome other basis? In what way 
would government subsidies change 
the present educational standards? 
Will the research be planned to 
facilitate the task of administering 
those organizations, which the 
government creates to give practical 
eect to the contemplated broad- 
ened health, hospital and nutrition 
programs, or will the profession 
suide research in the direction of 
hose scientific problems _ that 


dentistry needs to solve? The point 
isthat such queries bob up the mo- 
ment we think about an economic 
der that is to “advance cooper- 
tively under government leader- 
hip.” The answers touch the well- 
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nmber of physicians, dentists, 
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being of the dental profession at 
many vital points. 

Full employment is the key 
that is to open our door to a life 
more abundant in goods and serv- 
ices. Our output of goods and serv- 
ices is to increase enormously. This 
is to be brought about by improve- 
ments in fabrication and distribu- 
tion. 

To steady the flow of income to- 
ward goods and thus maintain bal- 
ance, the government will under- 
take redevelopment, rural rehabili- 
tation, low-cost housing, express 
highways, terminal facilities, elec- 
trification, flood control. This is the 
path to full employment and, it is 
hoped, toward peace within our 
borders. 

When the nation comes some- 
where near this level of activity, 
national income will rise to about 
110 billion dollars, higher than 
ever before. 

How much of this larger national 
income finds its way over into the 
dentists’ economy, is, of course, a 
matter of conjecture. In so far as 
it is spent by individuals, a larger 
flow toward dentistry is dependent 
on changes in habits of consump- 
tion. Unless these change, increased 
income in the\pockets of persons 
will probably be used as before. 
Dental care, in other words, will 
continue to compete with trifles 
and trinkets at the borders of indi- 
vidual scales of consumption. 

To move ahead under the guid- 
ance of government, however, im- 
plies that individual choice is to be 
guided by the hand of government. 
Consumption scales may become 
more rational through compulsion. 
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This rationalization may take the 
form of deductions from wages for 
sickness benefits, and perhaps, for 
medical and dental care. Through 
compulsion, a larger share of the 
national income might be turned 
toward dentistry. The cash would 
reach the dentist through the me- 
dium of a health insurance or some 
similar device. 

Security against the hazards of 
modern industrial life, old age, in- 
validity, unemployment, depend- 
ency, and sickness, for large 
masses of our people is to expand, 
as well as develop along new lines. 
We are to be more and more our 
brothers’ keepers. More and more 
workers are to be brought under 
the protection of our social security 
structure. 

No mention of any arrangement 
for assistance to dentists or other 
professional classes, who might find 
themselves in need of protection 
through no fault of their own, ap- 
pears anywhere in the National Re- 
sources Planning Board’s outline of 
social security in the post-war eco- 
nomic order. The assumption is, of 
course, that the dentists will look 
after themselves. The experts 
have not yet found a way to bring 
the physician and the dentist, as 
well as other self-employed groups 
into the existing social security sys- 
tem, and this is, presumably, the 
reason why even planned expansion 
of the program still leaves the den- 
tist and the physician out, even

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though they might desire to come 
in voluntarily. 

Some of the thousands of dep. 
tists now in the military service will 
be faced with difficult problems of 
adjustment to private practice after 
the war is over. There is no hint of 
a means of solution of this problem 
anywhere in the blueprints. Here. 
indeed, is a field to which the pro- 
fession might well begin to give 
thought now. 

We have traced the path by 
which we are to find peace within, 
To find it between nations, the 
National Resources Planning Board 
would have us shape our foreign 
policy and the international be. 
havior of our business interests to 
cenform to our desire for peace. 
We cannot, in other words, repeat 
the mistake of believing that we can 
have prosperity while the rest of 
the world lives in poverty; or peace 
at home while war rages elsewhere 
in the world; or liberty for our- 
selves while the rest of mankind is 
in chains. 

“When this war is won we can 
lose everything we are arming to 
defend if, in the transition to peace, 
we slip back to a low national in- 
come with its inevitable unemploy- 
ment, suffering, chaos and loss of 
freedom. To find ways and to work 
out the plans for shifting from full 
employment for defense to full em- 
ployment for peace is a matter of 
outstanding public concern.” It is 
your business!

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fvERY PROFESSIONAL group 
in the United States has a 
new goal to reach—a chal- 
lenge that cannot go unmet. 
Dentists, justly jealous of the in- 
tegrity of their profession and its 
reputation for interest in the public 
sod, are particularly concerned. 

This challenge came at the open- 
ing of the second session of the 
Seventy-seventh Congress, and it 
came from President Roosevelt. He 
asked for 60,000 planes, 45,000 
tanks, and other quantities of 
weapons of war for 1942. Both 
labor and management of our in- 
dustries have pledged that they will 
do this job.

In ad- 
dition, the bonds and stamps rep- 
resent personal reserves of cash, 
which will be so vitally necessary 
if the transfer from war to peace- 
time causes unemployment and 
temporary distress. 

Series E Bonds are the people’s 
bonds. They are on sale at all post 
ofhices and most banks. The smallest 
costs $18.75, and pays $25 at ma- 
turity. Other people’s bonds cost 
from $37.50 ($50 maturity value) 
to $750 ($1000 maturity value). 
Bonds are registered in the name 
of one or two owners, or in the 
name of one owner with a second 
person listed as beneficiary. They 
are non-transferable and cannot, 
therefore, fluctuate in value. The 
people’s bonds mature in 10 years, 
but they may be redeemed any 
time after 60 days from the date of 
issue if the money is needed. 

We shall buy Defense Bonds. We 
shall uphold the President’s procla- 
mation: “There will be no fiscal 
barriers to our war effort and to 
victory.”

Procurement and Assignment 
Service: The functions of this agency 
are to (1) receive requests for medical, 
dental and veterinary personnel from va- 
rious government and other agencies, (2) 
secure and maintain lists of profession- 
al personnel available, showing the de- 
tailed qualifications of that personnel, 
and (3) utilize all suitable means to 
stimulate voluntary enrollment, having 
due regard for the public health needs 
of the nation, including those of civil- 
ian institutions and governmental agen- 
cies as well as the armed forces.

Enrollment Form and Ques- 
tionnaire of the Agency: Special 
questionnaires have been prepared for 
distribution to every dentist, physician 
and veterinarian in the United States. 
These questionnaires are to be filled out 
and returned with the enrollment form 
by every dentist, physician and veteri- 
narian, regardless of age, sex, physical 
condition, employment or citizenship, 
and those professional men who have 
been commissioned in any United States 
service prior to the receipt of the form 
and questionnaire should indicate this 
fact under the heading “remarks” on 
the enrollment form. 

Special Questionnaire—In addition to 
the usual information regarding name, 
date of birth, schoo! of graduation and 
previous military service, any additional 
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information regarding special aptitudes, 
such as knowledge of and training in 
radio, cryptanalysis, or aviation is re 
quested. This questionnaire will be tab. 
ulated in a punch card system. 

Enrollment Form—On the enrollment 
form which comes with the question. 
naire, each member of the profession 
voluntarily enrolls himself with the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Agency. He is 
asked to indicate his first, second, third 
and fourth choices of the military, gov- 
ernmental, industrial or civil agencies 
that may require his assistance.

Current Needs of Army and 
Navy: At the present time the supply 
of dentists is adequate to meet the needs 
of the armed forces. All dentists are re- 
quested to await the receipt of the en- 
rollment forms before applying for com- 
missions through the Procurement and 
Assignment Service.

NOTE TO A DENTAL OFFICER 


MANY YOUNG MEN who enter military service will meet a dentist for the 
first time. The care that you dental officers give these boys today will 
determine their future attitude toward dentistry. Some day, and we pray 
on a day not too distant, these young men, aged with the strains of war. 
will return to their homes. They will pick up the threads of family life, 
They will become a part of the communities of the Nation. They will be 
the leaders of tomorrow’s peaceful world. They will think and act concern. 
ing dentistry in the terms that they learn today—from you. 

You are an officer. Your government has chosen you as one for leader- 
ship and service. Your rank gives you responsibility. Most of you are 
older than the boys you serve. Although you may give few military orders, 
your influence runs deep. If you are a martinet, a bully, a “tough guy,” 
you will be despised and the profession that you represent will innocently 
share this contempt. Maybe enlisted men can’t talk back, but they can 
think—and do. No one is suggesting that you be a “softie.” You have a 
job to do. Discipline and efficiency are needed. No one is suggesting that 
you pamper your men. They don’t expect that: But they do expect you— 
an officer, a mature man with a professional training—to treat them with 
the same consideration that you gave your patients in civilian practice. 

Many of the men you serve are the sons of veterans of World War I. 
Their fathers, perhaps, have told harrowing tales of Army life and of the 
unskillful treatment at the hands of the Army dentists and physicians, No 
doubt, many of these tales have grown tall through the years with the 
accumulation of fiction from the repeated telling. “Old soldiers’ talk” is 
like that. But it is the fact that many boys, who are under your care today, 
have been made fearful and apprehensive of your abilities from some of 
the stories handed down from father to son. You have the chance to show 
these soldiers of today that Army dental care is different from the days of 
their fathers. You have better equipment; you have the best available. 
You have the best supplies that money can buy. You have the respect and 
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the cooperation of your medical colleagues. You are a part of the great 
nedical department of the Army of the United States. Yes, you are of the 
grvice and of the tradition that gave the gifts to the world of Beaumont, 
Gorgas, and Walter Reed. You must never forget that you share the same 
grvice with the best men in the professions. From the first days of the 
Nation the best men in medicine served the men of our armies in times of 
war. Later when dentistry grew to man’s estate, “stalwart in body and 
strong,” the best men in the profession served with our military forces. 

You are thinking, perchance, why and by what right has a civilian 
taken it upon himself to deliver this gratuitous advice. It is because we, 
who are still in private practice, have a responsibility to you. You have 
aright to expect certain things from us: that we will not capitalize on your 
sacrifices; that we will make the effort to serve the people who were your 
patients as well as you had served them. We are honor-bound to keep these 
people loyal to you and not to estrange them from you. You have the right 


. to expect us to make every effort to see that these people return for your 


care after your military service is over. Some of you smile and mutter 
cynically, “Such pious talk!” Some of you say: “No dental society, no 
formal resolutions, no code of ethics, could compel a dentist to return the 
patients to me that I one day served.” You are correct; no formal cove- 
nants could. We must have it in our hearts to treat you fairly when you 
come home. We admit to being largely selfish and venal, but maybe if 
we begin now—today—to think and talk in terms of your future we may 
reach toward the high places and be men of great good will when you 
return. 

There is another ching that you have the right to expect from us. You 
should insist that we do our part to strengthen the morale of the folks at 
home. You should exact the promise from us that we will say nothing 
about Army dentists and Army dentistry except in the terms of respect to 
which you and your service are entitled. We have the golden chance to 
tell those at home that their boys are in good hands when you serve them. 

You are away for a while, and we are at home for a while. But we are 
not widely separated. We are all working in the service of the Nation 
that must not perish and for the profession to which we all owe so much. 












DENTISTS IN THE NEWS 


Pasadena (California) Star-News: 
On the completion of a six-week’s course 
of intensive training, eighteen dentists 
of Pasadena received certificates as vol- 
unteer bacteriologists, of the laboratory 
division of the health committee in the 
Civilian Defense Council. The course 
was given under the direction of a city 
health officer, and these dentists are now 
qualified to augment the regular health 
department staff in the event of an emer- 
gency. Class members were instructed 
particularly with reference to making 
water tests. 


Oklahoma City (Oklahoma) Times: 
A message from a United States Navy 
dentist, Harry Burford McInnis, who was 
captured on the island of Guam and is 
now a prisoner in Japan, has been re- 
ceived by his mother in Enid, Oklahoma. 
The message, picked up by the United 
Press radio listening post in San Fran- 
cisco, said: “I certainly hope this mes- 
sage reaches you in the near future. I am 
in a prison camp ig Japan on the Island 
of Shikoku and being well treated. 


Please do not worry—I am all right. 
You have no idea how I miss you. Let 
us hope and pray we are together soon. 
We all hope there will be an exchange 
of prisoners soon. Mother, keep your 
chin up and keep yourself occupied. Tell 
everyone in Oklahoma hello.” 
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Lieutenant McInnis, a graduate of the 
University of Oklahoma in 1937, received 
his naval training in Washington, D. C., 
and Pensacola, Florida. 


Brooklyn (New York) Eagle: More 
than thirty members of the Kings County 
Dental Society have offered their blood 
to the American Red Cross and March 
twenty-seventh was designated as 
“Brooklyn Dentists’ Day” at the blood 
bank. In one month after the launching 
of a $100,000 campaign by the Society’s

Dental Health For Children 


Maybe it took the recent articles in 
the press to wake us up. I am referring 
to the announcement that from 17 per 
cent to 30 per cent of total rejections 
for military service were found to be a 
result of dertal defects. If these are 
facts, let us get together and not let it 
happen again. There is little doubt, if 
these cases were given dental care dur- 
ing their school years, we would not be 
facing these facts now. 

It is my opinion dentists like to treat 
children, if the program fits in with the 
usual office routine. With the coming 
cooperation of the schools, it will be 
possible for a dentist to make appoint- 
ments for children and use up some of 
his less valuable time. 

Hats off to Doctor Eugene B. Elliott, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Lansing, Michigan, who said in a local 
paper, “In many cases there is an over- 
anxiousness on the part of parents that 
children should never miss a day of 
school . . . experience has taught us 
that a child’s health must come first in 
every case, and that a few days or weeks 
lost in school is of little impertance com- 
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pared to the damage a sick one can do 
himself and others if allowed to attend.” 

I have before me a letter from Doctor 
William R. Davis, Editor of The Journal 
of the Michigan State Dental Society, 
in which he says, “We are glad that in 
modern schools health comes first, and 
I am also glad that a number of school 
administrators are allowing school 
children to keep appointments in the 
dental office without being marked ab- 
sent when the child brings from the den- 
tist a bona fide statement of appoint- 
ment.” 

If, as reported, dental disease is on 
the increase, can it be that we dentists 
are not doing our part? It might be that 
in the answers to one or ali of the follow- 
ing questions is the reason for failure: 

1. Have we dentists failed to do our 
part in the children’s dental program? 

2. Is it because parents do not under- 
stand the importance of children’s den- 
tistry that there is such a lack of co- 
operation on the part of the parents in 
the child’s dental program? 

3. Is it possible the question of eco- 
nomics is the important factor among 
the majority of parents? 

4. Would dental examinations in 
schools held more often assist the pro- 
gram?

Saving Mercury and Amalgam 


“Bread and butter” dentistry js largely : 
dependent upon silver alloy and mer. 
cury. For some time, mercury has been a | 
bit difficult to obtain. With a state of war 
existing it will be increasingly difficult 
to secure mercury and silver alloy, 

Conservation will help the program of 
defense and protect the dental profession 
itself from a shortage of vital materials 

We must begin now to prepare for the 
future. This is how it can be done: 

1. Save scrap silver amalgam and mer. 
cury. By retining, the mercury and other 
metals can be recovered. The excess 
mercury, while the silver amalgam is be. | 
ing used at the chair, can be expressed | 
into a wide-mouthed bottle. Later the | 
contents of this bottle can be run through 


a chamois cloth. The solid residue can | 


be placed with the scrap while the 
cleaned liquid metal is set aside to ac- 
cumulate. When a sufficient amount has 
been collected it can be sent to a refin- 
ery. 

A conservative estimate would show a 
saving of 50,000 pounds of mercury and 
50,000 pounds of silver alloy each year 
within the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 

2. Save the lead backings in your X- 
ray film packets, They can either be given 
to the Red Cross or sold.—Ben Dent,

My suggestion to raise funds for old 
age security for dentists is to stop throw- 
ing valuable waste into the waste can. 
Sell it. Here is an example: The dentist 
buys tubes full of procaine, empties the 
tubes, and throws them away. If they 
were carefully saved and replaced in the 
box they came in, and shipped to a cen- 
tral point in each state—they could be 
wired and sold to florists. They would 
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sell them with their plants. This marker 
will not wear out—I have used them in 
the garden for years. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of these tubes are thrown away 
each year. Collected and wired, the den- 
tal committee could sell them for a good 
sum, as they could be obtained at little 
cost. 

Old plastic dentures and all waste 
from plastic material has a value. Most 
dentists discard it. Why not save it and 
resell it to manufacturers for commer- 
cial purposes? I am manufacturing a de- 
vice called a coordinator. It is con- 
structed of plastic material. I find I can 
use waste just as well as new material. 
I have tried it.

Denture Support 

().—A patient of mine has a flat lower 
jaw with such high muscle attachments 
that his lower denture is dislodged and 
tossed about every time he opens his 
mouth, Can anything be done to provide 
him with a normal or near normal jaw 
for the support of a denture?--L. R. M.., 
New York. 

A.—A great improvement can 
be made where such a condition 
presents by first making a denture 
with thick, well-rounded, highly- 
polished borders extended the 
amount that would be desirable if 
the high attachments were absent. 

Just before the new denture is 
inserted the mandible is anesthe- 
tized by blocking, an incision is 
made and a generous gum flap is 
laid back exposing the bone and 
freeing it of all tissue attachments 
considerably further back than the 
border of the denture extends. If 
sharp spicules of bone or serratus 
osteitis are present, use rongeurs 
and bone files to obtain a smooth, 
well-rounded surface. Tie sutures 
loosely over an instrument handle 
to provide sufficient slack so the 
denture borders will reposition the 
detached tissue and provide for its 
reattachment at a lower level as the 
denture is worn during healing. 

The space between the gum flaps 
fills in first with a blood clot to be 
followed by granulation tissue and 
new gum tissue for the support of 
the denture.

Chromic Acid Stains 


(.—We are new readers of your in- 

wresting department and like it very 
much. 

We have asked a number of people 
bow to remove chromic acid stains from 
porcelain cabinet tops and trays and no 
one seems to know. Can you tell us?— 
f. S, C., Pennsylvania. 

A.—Chromic acid stains may be 
removed from porcelain cabinet 
ops with acid alcohol alone, or, 
sometimes a little more effectively 
by the addition of about 25 per 
cent of hydrogen dioxide. 

If the stain is old or on a porous 
wrface, it is impossible to remove 
it—GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Prominent Tuberosities 


(.—I should like your opinion on the 
following case: My patient is a man of 
about 45. All of his teeth were removed 
four years ago and he has had several 
dentures made, but with not much suc- 
cess. Most of his difficulty is with the 
upper. 

He has extremely large and protrud- 
ing tuberosities. I believe that in remov- 
ing the impression, one, or both of the 
heels is distorted, in some measure. 
| made one impression and it was al- 
most impossible to remove it; in fact, 
it injured the tissues on both sides, and 
these remained swollen and sore for sev- 
eral days. The finished denture does not 
seem to have the seal that it should. 

I wonder if the removal surgically of 
the heavy protruding parts would be of 
any benefit. How should this be done, or 
would it be advisable?—_W. A. S., Iowa. 
A—With reference to promi- 
nent tuberosities, I would say that 
they should be reduced surgically 
if, as is sometimes the case, they 
are sO prominent that the masseter 
muscle presses forcibly against 
hem when the mouth is opened wide 
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or the mandible protruded. But if 
this is not the case, and a denture 
can have room to pass over the tu- 
berosity, bridging the undercut and 
contacting the movable cheek tissue 
with a thick, rounded, highly pol- 
ished peripheral border, then it is 
only necessary to make an accurate 
impression of the mouth including 
the undercuts above the condyles, 
which can be done either with hy- 
drocolloid or plaster. 

If you use plaster, lubricate a tray 
without undercuts so that it can be 
removed after the plaster has set. 
Score the set plaster and break 
away the section of the heel that in- 
cludes the impression of the under- 
cut above the condyle on one side. 
With this done, you can probably 
loosen the impression from the pal- 
ate and lift it out of the other con- 
dyle undercut, but, if you cannot, 
fracture another section, remove 
it, assemble the parts as you would 
a partial plaster impression, pour a 
stone cast, and fill in the undercuts 
above the tuberosities with a fresh 
mix of stone applied to the wet cast. 
[ find that undercuts, no matter 
where they occur around the pe- 
riphery of a mouth, do no harm if 
there is room to bridge them and 
secure a seal against the movable 
tissue of cheeks or lips.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Discoloration 


().—This week I saw a patient who 
years ago used a mercury ointment for 
about a month. He has had a bluish 
line on his gums since. Is there any way 
of removing this blue discoloration? 
H. H., New York. 

A.—Mercury blue discoloration 
of the gums is a permanent pigmen- 
tation, which cannot be removed 
by any known medication or treat- 
ment. It does no harm except for 
the appearance, but if the appear- 
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ance is of sufficient concern to jus- 
tify so radical a procedure, no 
doubt the discolored areas could 
be removed surgically—vV. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Canker Sores 


Q.—First let me thank you for your 
help in the past, for in several cases 
your advice proved most satisfactory. 

And again, I’m asking advice. I have 
a patient, a boy, 12, weighing about 129 
pounds, five feet, five and three-quarters 
inches in height. All four of his first 
molars are missing and his teeth are of 
good color. This boy has gingival cavi- 
ties (erosion) on almost all of his in- 
cisors; he also complains of occasional 
cankers on the mucous membranes of 
his mouth. 

From information gathered, his diet 
has always been well-balanced, and he 
has received cod liver oil or halibut 
liver oil virtually all his past years. 

Can you give me any suggestions on 
stopping these erosions and canker sores 
in one so young?—M. M. H., Maine. 

A.—Canker sores are usually a 
manifestation of food allergy, so 
the boy should have allergy tests to 
determine to what food or foods he 
is allergic. 

You say that he has “gingival 
cavities (erosion). This statement 
is contradictory, for cavities; that 
is, carious cavities, and erosion, 
are different conditions and from 
different causes. If they are carious 
cavities, they could be caused by a 
too-high carbohydrate diet, as 
demonstrated by the Michigan 
Group! and others. Lack of proper 
home care and inherited tendency 
are also factors. 

Erosion is not well understood 
but is usually a condition of middle 
or late life and is slowly progres- 
sive. 

In the case of a too-high carbo-

Sore Mouth 


Q.—A patient, a man, 50, presented 
himself, complaining of soreness in the 
corners of his mouth. There are no 
breaks in the tissue, and the soreness 
is more in the mucous membrane area. 
He has been under treatment of his 
family physician who says he has Vin. 
cent’s infection; having diagnosed this 
condition from a microscopic smear. 

While I have made no smears, I can. 
not see any indications of Vincent’s in- 
fection around his teeth or gums, neither 
does he have any other symptoms. Can 
you suggest what the condition is and 
what treatment would you recommend? 
The patient wears no artificial dentures, 
—B. V. B., Florida. 

A.—lIt is clinical experience 
and held by authorities that” “The 
microscopic examination of a 
smear... will assist in making a di- 
agnosis. However, the presence of 
Vincent’s organisms in a smear 
does not necessarily indicate that 
the patient is afflicted with ulcera- 
tive gingivitis.” In other words, 
one must have the clinical symp- 
toms of a Vincent’s infection (ul- 
cerative gingivitis) in order to 
make a diagnosis of that disease. 
Some men depend on the clinical 
symptoms alone for their diagno- 
sis. 

Your patient may be suffering 
from vitamin B. deficiency, for it 
has been observed by Sebrell and

Pits in Dentures 

Q.—I am having difficulty in making 
grylic dentures without pits and po- 
sity. The pits always occur in the ex- 
ternal vault of the upper denture and on 
the lingual-posterior of the lower den- 
wre. 1 do not tinfoil my cases but use in- 
sead a liquid cellophane painted on all 
surfaces. | notice that the pits occur to 
the greatest extent where the denture is 
the thickest and that the labial or buccal 
surface of either the upper or lower den- 
ture is never pitted. Can you tell me 
where the trouble lies? 

What is the cause of fractured teeth? 
| also have trouble with this.—F. J. R., 
Ohio. 

A.—Porosity areas or pits in 
acrylic dentures are caused by in- 
suficient pressure and can be over- 
come by overpacking, especially in 
thick areas, so that complete com- 
pression and elimination of the lit- 
tle air spaces is accomplished be- 
fore the material starts to cure or 
harden. 

The cause and incidence of bro- 
ken teeth in acrylic dentures varies 
somewhat with the brand of acrylic 
used. We feel that in general, how- 
ever, letting the case cool thorough- 
ly in the flask before removal will 
prevent breakage in most cases.— 
V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Traumatized Tissue 


Q.—A woman, 27, has been wearing a 
full upper denture since 1937. This den- 
ture now is loose. Evidently, at one time 
she had prominent rugae and now, in- 
stead of flattening out, they are folded 
over backwards with some irritation in 
these little pockets. 

Of course a new denture is indicated, 
but | am wondering if, first, we should 
remove surgically these tiny folds to ob- 
literate the little pockets that have

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formed, or do you think a tight denture 
would have a tendency to bring the 
rugae back or at least stop the irrita- 
tion?—E. F, F., Nebraska. 

A.—No doubt the best way to 
handle the mashed and folded over 
rugae would be to have your pa- 
tient go for several days with her 
denture out to permit this trauma- 
tized tissue to relax and come to its 
normal form. But, if she will not do 
this, you might cut her old denture 
out radically over this area or 
bush it up around the periphery 
and across the post-dam area with 
modeling compound to relieve the 
rugae from all denture contact un- 
til they have assumed their normal 
form, and then make an impres- 
sion that does not compress or dis- 
place this tissue or put the stress 
bearing load upon it in any but its 
normal rest position. 

If these distorted rugae will not 
come to normal form, even after 
being relieved of all denture con- 
tact, it would then be time to con- 
sider removing by surgery the lit- 
tle folds that become irritated.—V. 
C. SMEDLEY, 


Leukemia 


().—At a hospital staff meeting last 
week the pathologist stated that leuke- 
mia can be caused by the extraction of 
a tooth. 

I represent the dental society on the 
staff and should like to contribute some- 
thing to the meeting to maintain the 
prestige of the dental profession. 

I have read a good deal of the dental 
literature but understand that nothing 
is known of the cause of leukemia. 

The question of dental responsibility 
in possible malpractice suits might arise 
some day if this pathologist is correct.— 
C. H. P.. llinois. 

A.—You are right. The cause of 
leukemia is unknown. There are 
various theories about the cause, 
but as one pathologist said to me, 
“We are even fighting among our- 
selves about these theories.” 
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The mouth manifestations of 
leukemia are so marked, “The gum 
tissue, usually starting near the 
region of the lower anterior teeth, 
assumes a soft, succulent condi- 
tion: the papillae are greatly en- 
larged, much engorged, and they 
bleed on the slightest irritation or 
even spontaneously. The infiltra- 
tion of the dento-alveolar perios- 
teum causes the teeth to become 
loose. Excoriations about the tips 
of the papillae result in necrotic 
areas: an intensely foul odor is the 
direct sequence accompanied by a 
free flow of saliva.”* So one might 
go on at great length in describing 
the mouth conditions of this dis- 
ease. 

We have had several cases, and 
they have usually been most un- 
pleasant to treat. In one case we 
diagnosed the disease before it was 
diagnosed by the physicians in 
charge. In another case, in which 
we were giving the man prophylac- 
tic treatments every three months, 
there were never any mouth mani- 
festations; yet his white count was 
over 200,000. 

It is possible, giving your pathol- 
ogist all possible consideration, 
that a tooth extraction could ag- 
gravate an existing leukemia.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Labial Erosion 


Q.—I present the following case for 
your consideration: 

My patient is a man, white aged 31, 
height 5 feet 9 inches, weight 175 
pounds; general health, good. He has 
been in my care for fourteen months. His 
mouth has a marked tendency to erosion 
cavities all of which have been restored 
with gold-foil or silver amalgam. The 
mouth has always received all necessary 
care in the past. The occlusion is good 
and the only teoth missing is the upper 
right first molar, the space for which is 
almost obliterated. The anteriors are

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There is some recession around the 
gingiva of the lower incisors with an 
inverted V space between the central 
There is some erosion both labially and 
lingually, leaving a slight ledge-like 
effect at the cemento-enamel junction 
oe ae.

The sdahien iniiiemnaes cae 
and rather dull, painful sensation = 
the lingual of the lower incisors and be. 
low the tip of the tongue. This is not 
constant and not severe when it does 
happen. He claims to “feel something 
between the two front teeth at times,” 
The tongue appears normal and shows no 
irritations, and there are no lesions 
present anywhere. I have ground the 
anteriors to take them out of occlusion. 
There has been a little relief. I have 
limited the patient’s use of alcohol and 
tobacco, and given him a bland diet, but 
have had.ho results. 

Can you advise my doing anything else 
for this man?—M. M., New York. 

A.—The labial erosion, which 
you describe in the lower incisors, 
is not uncommon and is often asso- 
ciated with traumatic occlusion and 
the use of a too-abrasive dentifrice. 
I have such patients give up the use 
of a dentifrice altogether and have 
been gratified to note no further 
progress in the erosion. I also al- 
ways relieve the traumatic occlu- 
sion, not only once, but as many 
times as necessary to give relief 
from any tripping stresses on the 
affected teeth. 

The erosion on the lingual sur- 
faces of mandibular incisors, has 
in my experience occurred only in 
those cases where there has been a 
regurgitation of acid stomach con- 
tents. I couldn’t account for this 
otherwise. It would be all right to 
treat these lingual erosions with 
silver nitrate, and such treatment 
should reduce the sensitiveness. 

Your treatment seems to me to 
be all right and it would probably 
be helpful to polish between these 
particular incisors rather frequent: 
ly to relieve the feeling of there 
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being something between the teeth.
